3+ One hundred other former Greek partisans are reported in Elbing engaged in 
building email fishing boats.

It was located near Konigeberg, and I believe the srea has 
been incorporated into the USSR. 


6. additional Markos pertisane ere reported to form a gubstantial part of the 
employees of the chemical works et Seareu, near Schweidnits, in Silesia.

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The Gottingen scientists aleo reported that there is a group of over 
25 hundred Chinese, mainly sellers, located at Stettin and Danzig.
